desired purpose of eradication the disease, In- 
asmuchas it Is not comprehensive nor definite 
in fixing fines for careless management sf 
diseased sheep. 


Your commutes procured the sc,tb "Ms of 


Victoria ano^New South- WaleN—Australia, 
which are attached to thii report, arid 
although yonr committee consider that such 
nets are too diffuse for this country, y«t It 
must be admitted tlmt in order to eradicate 
tho dls«se and to grant the caretul flock 
muster that protection from damage at the 
hands of the carelc-%5 or Ignorant, to which he 
is entitled, no ac' can ba effective unless as 
definite in those suctions »t least which de- 
fine tlie duties of Inspectors and Impose fines 
for violation ot the act. 


Your committee do not consider it thnir 


province to frame a new act, but respectfully 
submit that tlie Colorado scab act falls in Its 
working principally because the Inspector Is 
only required to Inspect /oil intorluation re 
celved. Your comuiltteo are of opinion: 


First That the Inspector should have a 


salaiy and should Inspect «verr flock In his 
district once in three months and. send la a 
report to the (iounty commissioners. 


Second That every flock master should be 


required by law to give notice to tne Inspector 
ot the disease In his shoop; to put up notices 
at all roads on, his range that his snocp arc 
so diseased; to inform all neighbors ot th« 
fact,

quarterly inspection, no notice having been 
clven by tho owner of said sheep, or If at any 
time tlie Inspector finds the disease when ex- 
amlnlug Ihe abbey wu Information revolved 
from other parties, then such certificate shall 
only be Issued «"jp8jyaent of a fine sum 
clently hi-avy lu&useuockuiastere to comply 
with the terms ot the law. Any lime before 
expiring of the three months, any flockmaswr 
who has hot succeeded Irr eradicating the 
disease from bis Hock might nave the same 
renewed on payment of 
per sheep. If at 


the end of nine months the snoop are not 
clean, the Inspector should be empowered to 
take possession and clean the same, tbo 
owner being liable for all »nd eveiy expense 


Fourth Your commlttoo consider the law 


ought to be more particular with regard to 
sheep travelling. The owner of a dock enter- 
Ing the county should ba compelled to give 
notice to the inspector, who shall founwUh 
examine the same »nd U clean grant a certill 
c»to

charge.

Yonr commlttoo nave thus glanced at tlw 


prominent features In which our Colo-ado 
act Is Insufficient and submit tbaj- any such 
act to be effective must ba severe, and feel 
assured th»t every careful flockma-iUit will 
heartily support nny measure which would 
thoroughly protect him in his business, and 
save him tiom the loss, wouy and trouble 
caused by the Ignorant or careless sheep-owner.

:enccs, he would not be obliged to remove 
such fences_R3_wero not__dolng_anyj>ue any 
njury.
